Applies To All Companies 
It applies to all companies in 
interstate commerce w-h ere a union 
is th e recognized bargaining agent 
of th e workers.

Ernest S. Ballard, an attorney re­ 
presenting Inland Steel, said th e 
company w’ill ask a U. S. Court of 
Appeals to set aside th e board’s 
decision.

Th e duty to barg.ain collectively, 
as defined in th e law, means m eet­ 
ing at reasonable times and confer­ 
ring in good faith with respect to 
wages, h ours, and "oth er term s and 
conditions of employment.” 
It does not mean th at eith er party 
Is compelled to agree to a proposal 
or make a concession.

Qua lifie d For ERP Ta s k 
The openiRg statem ent of Pau l G. Hoffman, new­ 
ly appointed chief of the Eu ropean Recovery Program, 
carries a note of a man reared in the American 
tradition. 
After hearing the President’s Cou ncil of 
Economic Advisors renew their call for standby ration­ 
ing and wage-price controls, he told reporters that 
he believed volu ntary controls wou ld do a “better job’* 
than federal regu lation of American indu stry in pro­ 
du cing what Is requ ired for foreign aid. 
Experience and his own native gifts wou ld seem 
to qu alify Mr. Hoffman for one of the great task s ot 
the generation. 
An indu strialist definitely affected 
with the pu blic interest, he has been president of the 
Stu debak er Corporation at a salary nearly five times 
w hat he will receive from the government. 
He has 
been chairman of the Committee for Economic De­ 
velopment and—importantly—he was a member of 
the committee which wrote the Harriman report on 
the Eu ropean Recovery Program. 
That program will now engage the m an’s sole 
attention. 
The expenditu re of more than $5,000,- 
000,000—or rather its equ ivalent in food, machinery 
and materiel—will be u nder hi.s direction. 
It will be 
u sed In helping thase foreign cou ntries which may 
be cou nted u pon to help themselves—to promote in 
their own areas the democratic way of life, and this 
to aid in the peacefu l rebu ilding of a war-wearied, 
war-ravaged world 
Calling for organizing sk ill, the broad approach and 
the k eenest discernment, this task —it may well prove 
—holds the fu tu re in its k eeping. 


No longer is it nece.ssary for a political candidate 
to be born in a log cabin.

How did it all get started?

single pictu re wou ld give the answer, bu t two sen­ 
tences will do it *rhey are from the Congressional 
Record of April 10, 1945, a month before the German 
su rrender. 
The Senate had before it a bill to extend lend- 
lease for a year, also an amendment presented by a 
Repu blican Senator. 
As the latter explained the 
amendment, the pu rpose was lo mak e the end of 
hostilities the dividing line between lend-leose opera­ 
tions and relief r.nd rehabilitation operations. 
He 
u rged that lend-lease, Intended for prosecu tion of the 
war. shou ld not be carried over indefinitely for pu r- 
pase.s in no way related to the winning of the war. 
So the amendment came to a vote, and there 
being a tie, the presiding officer exercised his con­ 
stitu tional right and cast the deciding vote.

The Accident Picture 
Accidents have been a hazard to 
the well being of man since the day 
of creation and, for centu ries, safety 
has been preached 
to overcome the 
difficu lty. Bu t the 
« problem is more 
acu te today than 
ever before and 
we cannot afford 
to tu rn a deaf ear 
on the warnings. 
Last year 100,000 
lost their lives in 
this manner; 10,- 
500,000 were in­ 
ju red ; 
a nd the 
e c o no m ic loss 
amou nted to five 
billion dollars. 
A catastrophe in 
which many are 
k illed 
is always 
startling bu t the toll tak en by su ch 
headliners is small compared with 
that which occu rs each day in less 
spectacu lar mishaps. If we added 
u p the losses from ou r major disas­ 
ters since 1865, the nu mber k illed 
wou ld probably be le.ss than one- 
qu arter the total of those who die 
each year from ordinary accidents. 


Fu rthermore, the condition of the 
su rvivors is rarely pu blicized. This 
is u nfortu nate becau se an airing of 
the resu ltant tragedies might mak e 
the reck less driver or “speed k ing” 
think twice before starting his 
antics. Of the total inju red last 
year, 380,000 will be left with some 
degree of impairment. Ten per cent 
of all available beds in hospitals 
are occu pied by victims of accidents. 
The present state of affairs is 
discou raging to the medical profes­ 
sion W’hich has done so mu ch to 
fight disease. Accidents k ill more 
than all the infectiou s disorders 
combined and the su fferer is ju st 
as dead as if he su ccu mbed to 
pneu monia. 
'The basic fau lt lies 
with man himself. 
He has the 
ability to invent machines bu t they 
will be of little valu e if they become 
Frank enstein monsters and tu rn the 
tables on him. No matter which 
viewpoint Is tak en, the most impor­ 
tant safety device in an au to is 
the driver. We shou ld stop blaming 
the modem tempo of living and 
point the finger where it really 
belongs. 
The person who Is handicapped 
In any way shou ld not place 
self in situ ations where accidents 
are lik ely to occu r. This applies to 
any one who has u ncorrected defec­ 
tive vision or hearing and high 
blood pressu re as w'ell as the man 
or woman who’Is weak or fatigu ed 
or su ffering from .some malady. 
Reams have been written on alcp- 
holLsm 
and 
its 
role 
in 
traffic 
casu alties. 
Variou s {)sychological cau ses are 
contribu ting factors also. The man 
or woman who is emotionally u pset, 
worried, or blu e is prone to lack 
ju dgment and mu scu lar coordination 
and on su ch days, extra precau tions 
are necessary. Something shou ld be 
done abou t the exhibitionist, the 
accident-prone individu al, and the 
stu pid character who endangers not 
only his own life bu t that of the 
innocent bystander. 


Common sense helps to k eep u s 
ou t of trou ble. Home accidents, for 
example, head the list, with 33.500 
fatalities in 1947, 
What cau sed 
them? Mainly neglect to k eep the 
steps clear, the walk s smooth, stove­ 
pipes clean, electric wires repaired, 
and carpets or linoleu m in good 
shape. Failu re to provide hand rails, 
and lighting for dark stairways 
accou nted for others. In still an­ 
other grou p. boxe.s. toys, or bottles 
were left where they did not be­ 
long; a sharp k nife was not re­ 
tu rned to a drawer, or ice or brok en 
glass was not cleaned off the walk . 
Smok ing in bed, dry cleaning of 
clotiies in the k itchen, and climbing 
a ladder withou t mak ing certain 
that the base was firmly set on the 
grou nd are other popu lar roads to 
calamity. We need to be careless 
only once and the damage is done.

April 13—Secre­ 
tary for Air Stu art Symington re­ 
versed his stand on u niversal mili­ 
tary training when he faced the 
Senate armed services committee 
behind closed doors the other day, 
and made a desperate plea instead 
for a strong air force. His boss, De­ 
fense Secretary Forrestal, scowled 
on and said little. 
The meeting was of vital inter­ 
est to every man who may have to 
serve in the armed forces, and to 
every other 
American concerned 
with the defense of his cou ntry. 
For the first time in a recent Sen­ 
ate committee hearing, 
Forrestal 
gave his su bordinate, the head of 
the air forces, free reign to speak 
ou t. Symington made the most of 
it. 
Ever since the meeting of de­ 
fense chiefs at Key West, it had 
been su spected 
that 
Navy 
and 
Army grou nd forces had held the 
air forces down in over-all defense 
planning. This was confirmed by 
Symington in last week ’s testimony. 


In fo rceful la ng ua g e, he wa rn­ 
ed tha t it mig ht a lrea dy .be to o 
la te to build up the a ir fo rce 
befo re Russia g o t the a to mic 
bo mb. 
“ We sa id three y ea rs a g o tha t 
y o ur a ir fo rce wa s g o ing to hell, 
we sa id it a g a in two y ea rs a g o 
a nd we sa y this y ea r tha t it 
is g o ing to hell,” blistered Sy m­ 
ing to n. “ We sa y this y ea r tha t 
no ma tter ho w y o u try to fix it, 
y o u a re no t g o ing to ha v e a n 
a dequa te a ir fo rce by the time 
the Rus.sia ns ha v e the bo mb. It 
is to o la te.” 


Catching the fu ll glare of For- 
restal's withering look , he tactfu lly 
added: 
“Mr. Forrestal said we cou ld say 
what we felt. 
“It is tru e,” Symington contin­ 
u ed. “that we testified for u ni- 
Ven'ka! military training. We did 
that before we k new the air force 
was going to be cu t. We 
felt it 
wou ld be a 70-grou p program, ’ 
Virginia’s Senator 
Harry 
Byrd 
ask ed whether that meant Syming­ 
ton con.sidered a 70-grou p air force 
more 
important 
than 
u niversal 
training. 
‘Yes, .sir.” he shot back , “and I 
can go farther than that. I think it 
is the most important thing that 
has been presented to thi.> com­ 
mittee from the standpoint of mili­ 
tary preparedne.ss.” 
70 Grou p Too Low 
General “Tou ghy” Spaatz, retir­ 
ing air chief of staff, brok e in: 
"You cant win a war with 70 
grou ps, bu t you can prevent the 
enemy 
from 
winning 
with 
70 
grou ps." 
On the other hand. Spaatz warn­ 
ed, Forrestal’s proposal for only 55 
grou ps wou ld leave the cou ntry dan- 
gerou sh» ^ shorthanded. 
Senator Ed Robertson, Wyoming 
Repu blican, 
su ggested 
that 
the 
committee wou ld need more infor­ 
mation to sell a 70-grou p air force 
to the pu blic. Sjinlngton snapped 
back that the pu blic was already 
sold on it. 
‘ We want to be su re the people 
are not over-.NOid.” brok e in Chair­ 
man Chan Gu rney of Sou th Da­ 
k ota, who has echoed Forrestal. 
Symington pointed ou t that the 
air force was seek ing 
no more 
than it had been insisting on for 
three years, whereas the other two 
services were tak ing advantage of 
the crisis-fanned hysteria to in­ 
crease their demands. 


“ The a ir fo rce is in despera te 
sha pe.” he plea ded. “ Fo r three 
y ea rs we ha v e a ppea led to mo d­ 
ernize. no t o n a mo biliza tio n 
pla n but o n a pea cetime pla n. 
In the la st two y ea rs o ur a p­ 
pea l ha s nev er ev en g o tten to 
the Co ng ress.^At lea st Mr. Fo r­ 
resta l is letting us discuss it 
to da y .” 


No Unifica tio n Yet 
Tiie conflict between 
Forre.stal 
and Symington finally got u nder the 
sk in of Senator Wayne Morse, ou t­ 


spok en Oregon Repu blican. 


“ We ha v e to g et the chiefs o f 
sta ff to a g ree o n a unified pro ­ 
g ra m fo r to ta l 
na tio na l 
de­ 
fense,” he reminded the defense 
chiefs, “ a nd no w the a ir fo rce 
is g o ing in o ne directio n a nd 
the Army in a no ther a nd the 
Na v y in a no ther. I a m no t co n­ 
v inced tha t y o u kno w ex a ctly 
wha t y o u a rc do ing .’’ 


“Unification is something that 
Isn’t going 
to be accomplished by 
waving a wand,” sliot back For­ 
restal. “There is no miracle involv­ 
ed. It will tak e a long, long time.” 
Then he added: “We are in the 
process now.” 


“ I 
understa nd 
tha t 
per­ 
sisted Mo rse, “ but y o u wa nt us 
to pa ss so me leg isla tio n which 
in my o pinio n we do n’t ha v e a 
pra y er’s cha nce o f pa ssing in 
this co mbined leg isla tio n. If y o u 
think we ca n bring o ut o f the 
co mmittee 
a 
bill 
co mbining 
UMT o r the dra ft, y o u’re licked 
befo re y o u ev en g et sta rted.” 


Even Chairman Gu mey chimed m 
his agreement. 
“As long as Senator Morse has 
brou ght this su bject u p," he de­ 
clared. “I will lay this on the line 
also, that I agree with him com­ 


pletely. You cannot have these bills 
in one pack age u nless you all pu ll 
in the same direction.” 
The only other 
objection 
was 
raised by Georgia Democrat Dick 
Ru -ssell, who rebelled against a pro­ 
posal to bu ild more B-29 su per­ 
fortresses. 
“We are getting ready to spend 
a lot of money on a lot of obso­ 
lete equ ipment,” he fu med. “I am 
very apprehensive that by the time 
the Ru ssians get the bomb we will 
wak e u p here with a lot of equ ip­ 
ment that we have pu rchased at 
tremendou s expense that will be 
obsolete.” 
Symington assu red him that the 
B-29S wou ld be a new, improved 
version.

1—Later, Army Secretary 
Kenneth Royall told the armed 
sendees committee that a 70-grou p 
air force might be necessary in 
case of immediate danger, bu t that 
u niversay training wou ld be more 
valu able in the long-range view. 
Under qu estioning, he contradicted 
some of the storm warnings his own 
department has been pu tting ou t 
and testified that he saw no im­ 
mediate probability of war.

Althou gh the federal law provides 
for a mediation and conciliation 
service, the miners’ u nion refu ses 
to accept its services. 
All efforts of the Secretary of 
Labor and the other execu tive ag­ 
encies of the goveniment to bring 
and end to the strik e are of no 
avail. 
John L. Lewis solemnly tells a 
federal cou rt that the miners’ work 
stoppage is a spontaneou s affair and 
denies that when he sent them 
world abou t the coal operators “dis­ 
honoring’ the contract this was 
tantamou nt to an order to strik e 
Indu stry feels the pinch. Steel 
plants clase down. The entire na­ 
tional 
economy 
and 
particu lar!/ 
transportation is affected. 
A federal ju dge issu es an order 
on John L. Lewis and the miners’ 
u nion on April 3rd to stoo the 
strik e and it is .served on April 5th. 
For nine days Mr Lewis and the 
mine u nion officials have an op­ 
portu nity to obey the cou rt order, 
bu t they don't. 
Then, all of a su dden, on Capitol 
Hill from the office of the-Spe k er 
of the Hou se ot Representativ» - 
comes an annou ncement that af’F^r 
eleven minu tes of conference Mr. 
Lewis and the representa’ive of 
the operators have ai^reed on the 
naming of a third tru stee in me 
pension dispu te—the only real isc.u e. 
The pu blic d a.<k ed to believe 
that only the miracu lou s powei’s of 
magic of Joseph W. Martin, Speak er 
of the Hou se, brou ght the pariies 
together and in eleven minu tes ac­ 
complished what President Tru man 
and Cyru s Ching, director of tne 
U. S. Mediation and Conciliation 
Service, cou ldn’t do in three ard a 
half week s while the cou ntry su f­ 
fered a tragic loss in produ ction. 
Clever Mr. Lewis! He pu t into 
the hands of a Repu blican, Speak er 
Martin, a means of discre^ting or 
hu miliating by inference Plesldent 
Tru man and the execu tive agencies 
Mr. Lewis k new what he was dmng 
—he thou ght it wou ld enhance Mr. 
Martins chances for the presiden­ 
tial nominarion of the Repu bl’can 
Party and give the people generally 


Uie impression that the Repu blican 
leadership in Congrc.ss cou ld settle 
the coal strik e and the Democratic 
President cou ld not. 
Speak er Martin is a lik eable per­ 
son bu t the moment he agreed tc 
be party to John Lewis’ schemes, 
he lost grou nd with many disinter­ 
ested persons who care more for 
cou rt procedu res and respect for the 
law.s written by Congress than they 
do for politics. 
Mr. Martin shou ld have tu rned 
Mr. Lewis over to the U. S. Media­ 
tion Service, whose legal du ty it 
is to arrange for mediation. Mr. 
Martin shou ld have insisted that 
Mr. Lewis obey the order of the 
Federal Cou rt at once before enter­ 
ing into a scheme to help Mr. Lewis 
get ou t of an u ncomfortable posi­ 
tion. 
The theory that Mr. Martin k new 
nothing abou t the matter till he met 
with both sides at 11 o’clock last 
Satu rday morning is too fantastic 
to be accepted. Somewhere along 
the line emissaries or intermediar­ 
ies mu st have let it be k nown that 
if a certain step were tak en, Mr. 
Lewis wou ld be gratefu l and wou ld 
agree to call off the strik e. 
•Bu t the compromise settlem?nt, 
important as it Is for the cou ntry, 
coak l have been achieved by obed­ 
ience to the cou rt order which was 
a prerequ isite to any settlement. 
What has been a game of com­ 
edy may tu rn ou t, however, to be a 
tragedy for the miners’ u nion. Tlie 
order of the cou rt has been dis­ 
obeyed. There is a penalty for that 
k ind of disobedience. If the first 
penalty imposed a year ago—a large 
fine—did not obtain respect for 
the cou rts, a second penalty u pon 
conviction wou ld have to be viewed 
in the light of whether it is su ffici­ 
ently severe to prevent a third of­ 
fense. 
On Ju ne 39th next, the present 
contract between the miners and 
the operators expires. Will there 
be 
another coal strik e, another 
petition for an inju nction and an­ 
other disregard of the restraining 
order of a federal cou rt? Why does 
the law of the land come dowm so 
heavily on the monopolists who 
happen to be employers and let 
hu ge labor organizations go free 
when they are dominated by a man 
who 
lik es 
to 
have 
the 
pu blic

W^hen Chu rchill and Stalin had 
their first meeting in Moscow, after 
the Hitler-Stalin deal fell throu gh, 
“Great Britain recognized the pre­ 
dominant interest of the Soriet 
Union in Poland. Czechoslovak ia. 
Hu ngary, Ru mania. Yu goslavia and 
Bu lgaria. 
Read ’em and weepU 
Reciprocally, the Soviet U nio n 
recognized the predominant interest 
of Great Britain in Greece.” Tliese 
agreements “were tacitly ac« pted 
bv the United States at M osc^ ;n 
October* 1943, and at the Teheran 
Conference in the following month. 
They were, of cou rse, recognized at 
the conference at Yalta in 1945.” 
Hu ll was at Moscow; Roosevelt, at 
Teheran and Yalta. This is what

Rt» oseveH Wou ld Agre- 
With reference to Stalin’s neir^h- 
boring cou ntries, Welles docs think 
that St aim has violaied his prom’^e 
to afford them “free and u nfet­ 
tered” elections. Roosevelt, if alive, 
wou ld no dou bt agree with Welle.'^ 
on this. Bu t Poland was given no 
right of free election when Roose­ 
velt. Stalin and Chu rchlU carved 
her u p. To be carv'ed u p by one4. 
comrades - in - arms, withou t being 
consu lted aiKi imiolation of the 
Atlantic Charter, was a worse blow 
to free elections than any previou s 
setback .

ome time ago, some gossip col­ 
u mnists were bu sy marrying 
off Herbert Hoover. For a 
while it was amu sing, bu t soon 
it became a bore, particu larly as 
their stories began to point to spe­ 
cific persons. Of cou rse, there never 
was any tru th in the accou nts and 
su ch specu lation on private matters 
is disgracefu l. 


No w, fo r two weeks, o n the 
ra dio . Wa lter Winchell ha s re­ 
ferred to Herbert Ho o v er’s ill 
hea lth. Fo rtuna te fo r Mr. Ho o v ­ 
er, he ha s reco v ered fro m a ca se 
o f shing les, which wa s publicly 
a nno unced a t the end o f la st 
.summer when it hit him, a fter 
lo ng trips by a irpla ne to Euro pe, 
.\sia a nd So uth .America . The 
shing les were unplea sa nt a nd 
fo r a time Mr. Ho o v er fo und it 
difficult to use his rig ht a rm, 
which ha d been a ffected. Tha t 
wa s mo nths a g o , a ltho ug h Mr. 
Winchell just hea rd a bo ut it. 


As I have seen Mr. Hoover often 
du ring the period of illness, con- 
valence and recovery, I can speak 
of it. Even while he was trou bled 
by the shingles, Mr. Hoover deliver­ 
ed three addresses to one of which 
he was accompanied not by a phy­ 
sician as was reported bu t by for­ 
mer Ambassador Hu gh Gibson. The 
addresses, du ring that period, were 
to the Holland Society, the Sons of 
the Revolu tion and at the Madison 
tíqu are Garden. He also went íLh- 
ing off Florida and cau ght some 
fish. He condu cted the meetings of 
the Commission on the Organiza­ 
tion of the Execu tive Branch of 
the Government every month from 
September 29 u ntil three week s 
ago. The next meeting is schedu l­ 
ed for the beginning of next week 
and Mr. Hoover expects to be there. 
All these meetings were held in 
Washington and some of them have 
been hectic. 
Mr. Hoover lives in 
New York and has pu blicly traveled 
to Washington and back . 


Mr. Ho o v er dev o tes himself io 
v o lumino us wTiting , fo r publica ­ 
tio n a nd fo r sa fekeeping . He 
do es a ll his writing in lo ng - 
ha nd, u.sing a lea d pencil. No ­

In fact, recently when I dined 
with him, I in.sistcd on shak ing his 
right hand for the fu n of » t and 
perhaps as a protest against toe 
tales that were passing cu rrency in 
New York s expensive saloons and 
vu lgar bistros.

of the 
ex-President’s 
health and that he wishes him well, 
and that Mr. Hoover is gratefu l for 
the solicitu de, which comes montns 
too late. Each time Mr. Winchell 
shows his deep concern, ihou -^anu s 
of friends telephone and send mes­ 
sages of good cheer. 


It wo uld ha v e been simpler 
fo r Mr. Winchell to telepho ne to 
Mr. Ho o v er o r ev en to co nsult 
the edito r a nd publisher o f his 
newspa per,

The op en ly statement of Paul G. Hoffman, new­ 
ly appointed chief of the European Recovery Program, 
carries a note of a man reared in the American 
tradition. 
Alter hearing the President's Council of 
Economic Advisors renew their call for standby ration­ 
ing and wage-price controls, he told reporter* that 
he believed voluntary controls would do a “better job" 
than federal regulation of American industry in pro­ 
ducing what is required for foreign aid.

The Accident Picture 
Accident, have been a b u r t t» 
the well being of man since the day 
of creation and, for centuries. salet> 
has been preached 
to overcome the 
difficulty. But the 
, problem is more 
acute today than 
ever before and 
me cannot afford 
to turn a deaf ear 
on the warnings. 
Last year 100.000 
lost their lives in 
this manner; 10,- 
500.000 were in­ 
jured; a n d the 
e c o n o m ic loss 
amounted to five 
billion dollars. 
A catastrophe in 
which many are 
________ 
killed 
is always 
startling but tile toll taken by such 
headliners is small compared with 
that which occurs each day in less 
spectacular mishaps. If we added 
up the losses from our major disas­ 
ters since 1865, the number killed 
would probably be less than °ne- 
quarter the total of those who die 
each year from ordinary accidents. 


Furthermore, the condition of the 
survivors is rarely publicised. This 
Is unfortunate because an airing of 
the resultant tragedies might make 
the reckless driver or “speed king 
think twice before starting his 
antics. Of the total injured last 
year. 380000 will be left with some 
degree of impairment. Ten per cent 
of all available beds in hospitals 
are occupied by victims of accidents. 
The present state of affairs is 
discouraging to the medical profes­ 
sion which has done so much to 
fight disease. Accidents kill more 
than all the infectious disorders 
combined and the sufferer is just 
as dead as if he succumbed to 
pneumonia. 
Tile basic fau.. lies 
with man himself. 
He lias the 
ability to invent machines but they 
will be of little value if they become 
Frankenstein monsters and turn the 
tables on him 
No matter which 
viewpoint is taken, the most impor­ 
tant safety device rn an auto is 
the driver. We should stop blaming 
the modem tempo of living and 
point the finger where it really 
belong*. 
„ 
_ 
The person who Is handicapped 
in any way should not price 
self iii situations where accident* 
are likely to occur. This applies to 
any one who has uncorrected defec­ 
tive vision or hearing and high 
blood pressure as well as tile man 
or woman who is weak or fatigued 
or suffering from some malady. 
Reams have been written on alco­ 
holism 
and 
its role 
in 
traffic 
casualties. 
* 
Various psychological causes are 
contributing factors also. The man 
or woman who is emotionally upset, 
worried, or blue is prone to lack 
judgment and muscular coordination 
and on such days, extra precautions 
are necessary. Something should be 
done about * the exhibitionist, the 
accident-prone individual, and the 
stupid character who endangers not 
only his own life but that of the 
innocent bystander. 


Common sense helps to keep us 
out of trouble. Home accidents, for 
example, head the list, with 33.500 
fatalities in 1947. 
What caused 
them? Mainly neglect to keep the 
steps clear, the walks smooth, stove­ 
pipes clean, electric wires repaired, 
and carpets or linoleum in good 
shape. Failure to provide hand rails, 
and lighting for dark stairways 
accounted for others. In still an­ 
other croup, boxes, toys, or bottles 
were left where they did not be­ 
long; a sharp knife was not re­ 
turned to a drawer, or ice or broken 
glass was not cleaned off the walk. 
Smoking in bed. dry cleaning of 
clothes in the kitchen, and climbing 
a ladder without making certain 
that tile base was firmly set on the 
ground are other popular roads to 
calamity. We need to be careless 
only once and the damage is done.

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WASHINGTON, April 13—Secre­ 
tary for Air Stuart Symington re­ 
versed his stand on universal mili­ 
tary training when he faced the 
Senate armed services committee 
behind closed doors the other day, 
and made a desperate plea instead 
for a strong air force. His boss, De­ 
fense Secretary Forrestal, scowled 
on and said little. 
The meeting was of vital inter­ 
est to every man who may have to 
serve in the armed forces, and to 
every other American concerned 
with the defense of his country. 
For the first time in a recent Sen­ 
ate committee hearing. 
Forrestal 
gave his subordinate, the head of 
the air forces, free reign to speak 
out. Symington made the most of 
It.Ever since the meeting of de­ 
fense chiefs at Key West, it had 
been suspected 
that 
Navy 
and 
Army ground forces had held the 
air forces down in over-all defense 
planning. This was confirmed by 
Symington in last week s testimony. 


In forceful language, he warn­ 
ed that it might already, be too 
U te to build up the air force 
before Russia got the atomic 
bomb. 
“We said three years ago that 
your air force was going to hell. 
we said it again two years ago 
and we say this year that it 
is coing to hell,** blistered Sym­ 
ington. “We say this year that 
no matter how you try to fix it. 
you are not going to have an 
adequate air force by the time 
the Russians have the bomb. It 
is too Ute.” 


Catching the full glare of For- 
restals withering look, he tactfully 
added: 
* Mr. Forrestal said we could say 
what we felt. 
“It is true.” Symington contin­ 
ued, “that we testified for uni­ 
versal military training. We did 
that before we knew the air force 
was going to be cut. We felt ll 
would be a 70-group program." 
Virginia's Senator 
Harry 
Byrd 
* asked whether that meant Syming­ 
ton considered a 70-group air force 
more 
important 
than 
universal 
training. 
'Yes. sir.” he shot back. “and I 
can so farther than that. I think it 
is the most important thing that 
has been presented to this com­ 
mittee from the standpoint of mili­ 
tary preparedness." 
70 Group Too Low

ing sir chief of staff, broke in: 
“You cant win a war with 70 
groups, but you can prevent the

groups.” 
On tilt other hand. Spaau warn­ 
ed. Forrestal's proposal for only 55 
groups would leave the country* dan­ 
gerously shorthanded. 
Senator Ed Robertson. Wyoming 
Republican, 
suggested

committee would need more infor­ 
mation to sell a 70-group air force 
to the public. Symington snapped 
back that the public was already 
sold on it. 
“We want to be sure the people 
are not over-sold.” broke in Chair­ 
man Chan Gurney of South Da­ 
kota. who lias echoed Forrestal 
Symington pointed out that the 
air force was seek ms no more 
than it had been insisting on for 
three years, whereas the other two 
services were laking advantage of 
the crisis-fanned hysteria to in­ 
crease their demands.

As I have seen Mr. Hoover often 
during tile period of illness, con- 
valence and recovery, I can speak 
of it. Even while he was troubled 
bv the shingles, Mr. Hoover deiiver- 
cd three addresses to one of which 
he was accompanied not by a ph> - 
sic urn as was reported but by for­ 
mer Ambassador Hugh Gibson. The 
addresses, during that period, were 
to the Holland Society, the Sons of 
the Revolution and at the Madison 
Square Garden. He also went fish­ 
ing off Florida and caught sonic 
fish. He conducted the meetings of 
the Commission on the Organiza­ 
tion of the Executive Branch of 
the Government every month from 
September 29 until three weeks 
ago. The next meeting is schedul­ 
ed for the beginning of next week 
and Mr. Hoover expects to be there. 
All these meetings were held In 
Washington and some of them have 
been hectic. 
Mr. Hoover lives in 
New York and has publicly traveled 
to Washington and back. 


Mr. Hoover devotes himself to 
voluminous writing, for publica­ 
tion and for safekeeping. He 
does all b b writing in long­ 
hand, using a lead pencil. No­ 
body 
ever 
ghost-writes 
Mr. 
Hoover's 
speeches 
or 
articles 
and

In the rathskeller, 
frequented by theatre folk, Irv ing 
Berlin sang nitely with Ted Snyder 
at the piano. Outside on Broadw’ay 
was the first taxi stand where "taxi­ 
meter cabs" were reserv ed for dis­ 
tinguished patrons.
